Under sections 429 to 4 3 4 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
li.ble to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt.

Ghosts are numerous. They can be 
found in all sections of the country, j 
There is not a village nor a deserted j 
country house nor a railroad bridge but 
has its ghost But the ghosts are not all j 
confined to the country by any means { 
There have been several in Kansas City 
that hnva gained extensive notoriety on 
account 
of their 
many visitations, : 
and the parts of the city in which they 
are wont to disport themselves are still j 
eyed with suspicion and looked upon ; 
askance by the inhabitants of Belvidere ! 
Hollow, Hick'B Hollow and other por- [ 
tions of the oity thickly settled by 'the 
descendants of Ham.

The oldest, the original ghost that is ! 
most vividly in the memory of the su- j 
perstitious and is most often the topic I 
of grewsome whispers among the people j 
mentioned, walked the levee between 
Main street and Broadway 12 years ago. 
One winter's night, the story goes, a 
man was lying in wait for an enemy 1 
on the levee. In his hand he clutched ! 
a ponderous double barreled shotgun I 
loaded with nails and slugs. He saw a I 
man walking down the levee. In the 
dim, nickering light he thought he rec­ 
ognized his enemy. He raised his gun, 
fired and hurried away. 
The next day 
he read in the papers that his brother's 
body had been found on the levee, hor­ 
ribly mangled and torn. The murderer 
winced, but kept bis secret 
Then the 
dead brother's ghost began to walk. Ev­ 
ery night, at the same hour of the 
shooting, it could be seen on the levee. 
Each time it would walk straight to the 
spot where the body bod fallen. 
Then 
the ghost would fall, go through a death 
struggle and disappear. It kept this np 
far years, and there are those who say it 
does it still 


The second healthy, well developed 
ghost disported itself in the ruins of the 
old Santa Fe Stage Coach company's of­ 
fice at Second and Main streets «in 1886. 
So generally known did it become that 
often large crowds would congregate and 
await the appearance of the nocturnal 
visitor. Early one evening a young man 
who wished to investigate a little went 
into the ruins. When he emerged from 
them an hour later, he found a large 
crowd standing on the opposite side of 
the street, near the jail, watching for 
ghosts. Some one in the crowd, thinking 
that the young man had been playing 
ghost, threw a brick at the investigator, 
striking him on the head. He fell sense­ 
less with a gaping wound in his head. 
The Santa Fe ghost has not been seen 
since. 


In 1887 there was a story afloat that 
at 12 o'clock each night a ghostly cable 
train glided down the incline between 
Walnut and Main streets and disappear­ 
ed into space. In the grip car, guiding 
the train, was the ghost of a gripman 
who had died a short time before, after 
having been insane for some time, the 
•esult of grief over the fact that his train j 
had run down and killed a pedestrian. 
Crowds congregated at the junction 
nightly to see the strange sight For the 
most part they went away disappointed, 
although there was plenty who declared 
they had ssen " it " 


Another story, in which a ghost was 
never seen, bnt which smacked strongly 
of spooks, was the Conway murder on 
East Eighteenth street, between Oak and 
Locust, in 1885. Mrs. Conway, a young 
woman, and her little girl were beaten 
to death with a coupling pin. The mur­ 
derer or murderers were never caught 
Suspicion pointed toward two men, but 
there was no evidence. Both of them 
afterward died horrible deaths—one of 
the glanders and the other of' cancer. 
The ghost of the victims never walked 
openly, but that section of the city was 
given a wide berth by the true believ­ 
ers for many months afterward. 


Last, but not least, were the ghosts of 
Clark and Jones, the men hung for mur­ 
dering Mma Wright in 1893. 
These 
ghosts materialized in the jails, one at 
Independence and one In Kansas City. 
The scare lasted for some weeks, and 
the negro prisoners were thrown into a 
state of terror by any strange sounds. 
One night, when the jail was in a state 
of comparative quiet, a drunken pris­ 
oner, who had just been brought in, had 
an 
attack, of "jimjams." 
By some 
strange coincidence he was placed in 
the cell onoe occupied by Clark, and the 
prisoners soon located the groaning of J 
the unfortunate man. The negroes, not 
knowing that the cell was occupied, sup­ 
posed that the noise was made by a de­ 
parted spirit, and all started to howling 
with the "ghost" The effect was some­ 
thing that can be imagined better than 
it can be described. Sinoe the Clank 
ghost left the jail Kansas Oity has been 
bereft of spirits, and Belvidere Hollow j 
^ breathing more easily than it has for j

The, amateur photographer Who is also 
an angler is well aware that his camera 
will back him np when boasting of his 
piscatorial prowess. One photo I saw 
represented a huge fish, the length of 
which appeared to equal that of a 2 foot 
role, which was also shown. In reality 
the "take" was a little daoe, or carp, 
and while being photographed it had 
been held very close, to the lens. The 
rule, of course, was taken Bgpxe distance 
away. 


One of my authorities was once en- 
\, gaged by both sides in a law case. A 
oompany, which I will call the City 
Lands Improvement company, wanted to 
abolish a certain oourt leading from 
Lombard street to King William street 
and were willing to establish in its stead 
a passage through one of their own 
buildings.

The other 
picture, however, showed the oourt in 
dispute to be a fairly broad, well lighted 
oity thoroughfare, frequented by mer­ 
chants of thriving appearance. These 
photographs were taken for the house of 
lords committee, but the matter was 
amicably settled. 


Here is another case: The Shuttle 
Machine company vacated their prem­ 
ises in Cheapside, and another sewing 
machine dealer moved in. In order to 
trade upon the established reputation of 
the company the second tenant left the 
old name on the windows and over the 
door, but added the word "late" in very 
minute characters for his own protec­ 
tion. 
The Shuttle company 
waxed 
wroth, brought an action and engaged a 
photographer to take a view of the of­ 
fending shop front from a tailor's win­ 
dow opposite. When this photograph 
was produced in court, it was handed to 
the presiding judge with a powerful 
glass, whereupon his lordship was able 
to perceive that what appeared to the 
eye to be a mere ornamental dash was 
in reality the protecting word "late." 
The photographer himself, by the way, 
was not aware of this. The aggrieved 
sewing machine company secured an in­ 
junction.—Strand Magazine. 


KILLED BY THEIR ARMOR. 


It Welched Too Much Vor the Stoateat 
Rnsslan Soldier*. 


One of the interesting features of the 
late czar'a funeral was, as usual, the two 
men clad in medieeval armor, one on 
horseback and the other on loot. 


The mounted knight had his visor 
open, and his armor was of burnished 
gold, which glittered in the sun. He 
symbolized life. 


The other was .on foot 
His armor 
was coal black steel. His visor was 
closed, and in his hand he bore a drawn 
two handed sword, the blade of which 
was shrouded in crape. He symbolized 
death. 


The weight of these two suits of ar­ 
mor is so great that, notwithstanding 
the most gigantic men of the imperial 
guard being selected to don them, the 
one on foot who officiated at the obse­ 
quies of Emperor Nicholas I fell dead 
from exhaustion on reaching the church 
of S3. Peter and Paul, where the impe­ 
rial mausoleum is situated. While at the 
funeral of Alexander H the black knight 
fainted 
during the march from the 
Winter palace to the place of interment 
and was carried to the hospital, where 
he died the same night 


A similar fate overtook the black 
knight at the recent czar's funeral. It 
was observed that he could scarcely drag 
himself along during the latter part of 
the procession through the capital, and 
on reaching the fortress he sank uncon­ 
scious to the ground and has since died.

The Tallahassee Madstone. 


The most famous southern madstone 
belongs in the family of ex-Governor 
Walker of Tallahassee, Fla. The stone 
was presented to the governor several 
years ago by the person who took i t from 
the stomach of a deer. The valuable lit­ 
tle concretion is oblong in shape, about 
1 % inches in length and of a bluish gray 
color. One end tapers to a blunt point; 
the other is flattened and has an aper­ 
ture through Which the spongy, porous 
interior may be plainly seen. When in 
use, the opening is applied directly over 
the wound, and the pithy substance 
wjiioh forms the interior of the stone is 
supposed to "suck out" and absorb the 
poisonous venom, whether injected b y a 
deadly serpent or a rabid dog. Persons 
who have seen the stone applied declare 
that i t adhered firmly to the wound as 
long as there was* a particle of venom in 
the ByBtem.—Sfc Louis Republic.
